ASHINGTON, May 20. 

—With the discontinu- 
ance of import prohibitions 
and the adoption of a new 
schedule of customs tariffs, 
Germany is resuming its im- 
portance as a market for 
imported rubber’ products, 
Everett G. Holt, acting chief 
of the rubber division of the 
Department of Contmerce, de- 


clared today. 

At the same time the domestic 
rubber manufacturing industry is 
active, particularly in supplying 
tires for German cars, he announc- 
ed in citing figures which show 
that. the country is once more to 
be considered, not only from the 
competitive viewpoint, but also as 
an important market for manufac- 
tured rubber products. 

Germany took more _ scrap 
rubber from the United States 
last year than any other country. 
Rubber tires ranked second in 
value to scrap rubber in Ameri- 
“€an exports to Germany in 1925. 
The trade in automobile tires 
exported from the United States 
is not so large, but during 1925, 
174,897 automobile casings, 219,- 
252 inner tubes and 28,000 Solid 
tires were shipped from this 
country. 

“American manufacturers should 
give careful attention to the possi- 
bility of introducing their lines into 
Germany,” said Mr. Holt, “Amerf- 
can products are highly regarded 
on account of their excellent qual- 
ity and attractive appearance and 
sell on a quality basis in competi- 
tion with less expensive German 
products. American firms wish- 
ing to secure German representa- 
tion should apply for tr: ide lists to 
peperment of Commerce.’ 


Chevrolet Output 
233, 683 33 by May 1

Detroit, May 20—Chevrolet 
Motor Company made 233,683 
cars in the first four months of 
1926, the highest number of 
three-speed transmission type 
car ever turned out by any manu- 
facturer in a similar period, Chev- 
rolet officials claim. 

April set a new high mark in 
the history of the company, with 
a production of 71,157 units in 
twenty-four working days—an 
average of 2,964 units daily. 

Of the cars made in April, 62,- 
652 were for the domestic market. 
Retail domestic sales for the month 
totaled 68,278 cars, so that sales 
were 5,626 ahead of factory pro- 
duction for the month. Produc- 
tion was pushed far beyond nor- 
mal to take care of dealer demand. 

In the week ended May 1 a 
total of 17,628 cars was sold, es- 
tablishing a new hight record for 
sales in any single week. 

Factory schedules call for mak- 
ing over 70,000 cars monthly for 
some time to come, forecasting a 
continuance of steady demand 
throughout the summer.

The “built in’ service of the 
Clester company is handled in this 
way:— 

The motor car. when it 
brought in from the Ford branch, 
goes into the company’s new, car 
shop, where it placed in the 
hands of an expert mechanic. First, 
he goes over every part of the car 
and inspects it, tightening al! nuts, 
making adjustments and checking 
the lubrication, battery, ignition, 
etc. 

He then starts the moior, the 
rear end being jacked up. The tno- 
tor is run in low from ten to 
twenty hours with checks being 
made on the mechanical parts 
every thirty The car is 
then given a road workout and 
every part again gone over and 
adjustments made If the car fails 
to develop the proper power the 
valves are ground “sticking 
piston”. adjusted 

“We try to anticipate everything 
that would happen to a car with 
ordinary use over a period of sev- 
eral months fix it before the 
car leaves the shop.’ Mr. Garvey 
said. “‘The plan apparently pleases 
our customers, from the number 
of friends they send to us to buy 
cars.”

ISSUES RULES ON 
TAX REDUCTIONS

cluding the tax, the tax is on such 
increased price. 

On the other hand, the manu- 
facturer may reimburse himself in 
the amount of the tax by quoting 
the selling price and .the tax in 
separate and exact amounts; and, 
where invoices are rendered,’ seg- 
regating these amounts on the in- 
voices. 3 

The tax attaches when the title 
to an article passes from the'manu- 
facturer to the purchaser, pursu- 
ant to a contract of sale. The tax 
attaches tp the total contract price 
when the title to an article passes 
from the manufacturer to the pur- 
chaser pursuant to a contract of 
sale, regardless of whether or not 
the entire contract price is received: 

Manufacturers and other’ per- 
sons liable for the excise taxés are 
required to make monthly returns 
under oath in duplicate and pay 
such taxes to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue for the district in 
which is located the principal place 
of business. Penalties are prescrib- 
ed for delinquents.
